WHEREAS, James Bray Stack was a nationally ranked

competitive shooter and the 2008 Junior Olympics Gold Medalist

for Air Pistol; he was a member of the Arlington International

Airgun Club; he also played soccer at Christian Liberty Academy

and was named Most Valuable Player on the school's track team;

WHEREAS, James Bray Stack served as a rifleman with India

Company (2nd Platoon) of the "Darkhorse" 3rd Battalion, 5th

Marine Regiment with the 1st Marine Division of the I Marine

Expeditionary Force in Camp Pendleton, California; and

WHEREAS, James Bray Stack was the recipient of numerous

awards for his service, including the Purple Heart, the Combat
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Action Ribbon, the National Defense Service Medal, the Global

War on Terrorism Medal, and the Afghanistan Campaign Medal; and

WHEREAS, James Bray Stack was preceded in death by his

grandmother, Lorraine Bray, and his grandfather, Robert Lee

Stack; and
